DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-32 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Double Patenting 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

3. Claims 1-32 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-40 of 
copending Application No. 10/897,857. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because they are both claiming a 
fiducial marker with a fault interface. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 



conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Claim 8 of the instant application teaches of "a plurality of fault interfaces", but the 
specification is silent to such a limitation. 

3. Claims 6 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claim 6 of the instant application teaches that "the fault interface is an 
asymmetrical structure", but the specification is silent to such a limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(g)(1) during the course of an interference conducted under section 135 or section 291, another 
inventor involved therein establishes, to the extent permitted in section 104, that before such person's 
invention thereof the invention was made by such other inventor and not abandoned, suppressed, or 
concealed, or (2) before such person's invention thereof, the invention was made in this country by 
another inventor who had not abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In determining priority of 
invention under this subsection, there shall be considered not only the respective dates of conception 
and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the reasonable diligence of one who was first to 
conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a time prior to conception by the other. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7, 9-11, 13-14, 16, 18-20, 22, 25-26, 28, and 30-32 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Howard, III et al. (USPN 6,096,048). 

With regards to claims 1, 2, 1 1, 18-20, 30-32 Howard et al. teaches of a fiducial 
marker system "which can be used for frameless stereotaxic and magnetic 
neurosurgery, serial and cross-modality volumetric diagnostic imaging, as well as 
focused radiation therapy. A need exists for systems which fix rigidly to the skull, are 
simple to use, are noninvasive, are reattachable over long periods of time, and have 
submillimetric accuracy" (column 2, lines 40-47). 

With regards to claims 3-5, Howard et al. teaches of a plurality of sensing 
systems (column 1, lines 39-41). 

With regards to claim 7, Howard et al. teaches of a single fault interface as 
shown in Figure 3 as element 15. 

With regards to claims 10 and 25, Howard et al. teaches that the fiducial bar is 
attached the mouthpiece via screws (column 5, lines 33-35). 

With regards to claims 13 and 22, Howard et al. teaches of an implant (column 5, 
line 64). 
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With regards to claims 9, 14, and 26; Howard et al. teaches in Figure 4 that the 
fiducials are screwed in. 

With regards to claims 16 and 28, Howard et al. teaches of gluing fiducials 
(column 2, lines 2-3). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 12 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Howard, III et al. (USPN 6,096,048). 

In order to rely on equivalence as a rationale supporting an obviousness 
rejection, the equivalency must be recognized in the prior art, and cannot be based on 
applicant's disclosure or the mere fact that the components at issue are functional or 
mechanical equivalents. In re Ruff, 256 F.2d 590, 118 USPQ 340 (CCPA 1958). 
Howard et al. acknowledges bone screws (column 1 , line 64). 

5. Claims 15, 17, 24, 27, and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Howard, III et al. (USPN 6,096,048). 

Howard et al. teaches the limitation of the independent claims as shown above. 
Howard et al. teaches of multiple means for attaching the fiducials such as bone screws 
or adhesives as shown above but does not teach of magnetic or Velcro as a means. 
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The office takes official notice that it would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains to use magnetic or Velcro as means for attaching fiducials for 
endurance.
